DINOSAUR 50 YARDS LONG 


Mesozoic Forest Monster’s Length E s­ 
timated at 140 Feet. 


Buenos Aires, Dec. 20.—Discovery 
of the thigh bones of a Patagonian 
dinosaur, each bone measuring two 
meters 70 centim eters (nearly nine 
feet) in length and claimed to bt* the 
largest unearthed in any part of the 
world, was announced Monday by La 
Plata Museum. 
These tw'o bones, together with oth­ 
er fossil remains o f the gigantic ani­ 
mal, were found by the museum’s pal- 
entalogical experts at Neuquen on No- 
veml>er 20. 
It is stated that the larg­ 
est thigh bones previously unearthed 
measured two m eters IO centim eters, 
and were discovered in the United 
States. 
Tho skeleton of the great diplodocus 
assembled at the Carnegie Museum 
has thigh bones only I meter 50 centi­ 
meters long, although the entire skele­ 
ton measures 25 m eters, and from 
these figures it is conjectured that 
when the Patagonian dinosaur roamed 
the Mesozoic forests ho was at least 
45 motel's, or about 140 feet long.
